Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Mr. Cappellari suggested amending claim 1, step b) such that the 
term "exposing" would be replaced with "providing." Mr. Sisson suggested that hot water or hot buffer could serve as a 
"dissociating agent" and that the hating of the reaction mixture could be construed as "providing" the dissociating 
reagent as the 'dissociation reagent" was not otherwise present until it was heated. Mr. Cappellari indicated that he 
would consider substituting the term "exposing" with the »adding to« so as to more clearly indicate that the 
dissociating reagent is actually being added to the mixture "after said probe and aid target nuclei acid have had 
sufficient time to associate in said sample." Mr. Cappellari noted that Nardeau et al., does not teach or suggest adding 
the denaturing agent post hybridization, but rather, it is present all along. 

Mr. Cappellari indicated willingness to establish a lower limit to the range of weight of the polymer, i.e., a range of from 
about 10,000 to about 300,000 Da. 

Mr. Sisson expressed concern about claims 28 and 30 reciting a temperature range for which there is no upper limit. 
Mr. Cappellari indicated that he would consider reciting an upper limit. 

Mr. Sisson noted that s a result of claim 35 reciting that there is "at least a single base difference from said target 
nucleic acid sequence [and the probe]," the claim fairly encompasses embodiments where one is to have "stable 
hybridization" with but a single nucleotide binding complementary. Mr. Cappellari indicated that he would consider 
canceling this claim. . 
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
